The Musee Cernuschi Reopened 

The reopening of the Musee Cernuschi in 
the Avenue Velasquez is an event in the 
art-world. This museum, which houses the 
finest collections of Far Eastern art in the 
world, must not be confused with the Musee 
Guimet in the Ave. du Trocadero. Those 
who were familiar with it before the war 
will find many changes and improvements. 
Only a few days ago two collections of an- 
cient art, one of which dates as far back as 
10,000 B. C, and is comparable for austerjty, 
simplicity and grandeur to the art of early 
Greece and Egypt, were placed on exhibi- 
tion there. It is as different from late Chi- 
nese productions as the XVIII C. arts of 
France are from the early Gothic. 

The Musee Cernuschi owes its existence 
to MM. Henry Cernuschi and Theodore 
Duret, who together explored China at a 
time when its artistic origins were unknown. 
The fruits of their travels were exhibited at 
the Palais de l'lndustrie shortly after the 
war of 1870, while M. Albert Jacquemart in 
a series of articles for the Gazette des Beaux 
Arts was the first to study them critically. 
Later the explorations of Edouard Cha- 
vannes, MM. Pelliot, Segalen, Lartigue and 
Gilbert des Poisins. and the donations from 
M. Victor Goloubew, Comte Desmazieres 
and others further enriched the collections. 
The director of the Museum, M. d'Srdenne 
de Tizac, is one of the most enterprising of 
France's curators. M. C. 



HANDLEY SELLS 40 CARLSENS 

An event in the art world is the recent 
purchase of the collection of some 40 can- 
vases by Emil Carlsen by the Ferargil Gal- 
leries, assembled during the past five years 
by Mr. Robert Handley. It is recalled that 
when the young man began to collect Amer- 
ican paintings he was only nineteen years of 
age, and his sagacity in collecting pictures 
as a business venture would have done 
credit to a much older man. He began by 
purchasing Wyants and Innesses, which he 
later sold at a profit, and then devoted all 
his energies to the purchase of Carlsens. 
The cost of this venture reached some $20,- 
000, and when he sold his collection last 
week to the Ferargil Galleries he received 
nearly three times that sum. The works 
include still lifes (one of which is reproduced 
on this page), and landscapes, and number 
some of the artist's best examples. Thus 
far the Ferargil Galleries have sold nearly 
$20,000 worth of the canvases. 

Beginning Jan. 10, a collection of 14 works 
by the late^ Albert P. Ryder and a number 
of canvases by Arthur B. Davies will be on 
view at these galleries. The Ryders will all 
be for sale, as will also the Davies, as they 
are the property of the galleries. The latter 
will, include examples expressing the various 
stages of the artist's career from his earliest 
to his present "futuristic" period.

ART BOOK REVIEW 

A Lace Guide for Makers and Collectors, 
with Bibliography, and five-language No- 
menclature. Profusely illustrated with 
half-tone plates and key-designs. By Ger- 
trude Whiting Founder and President of 
the Needle and Bobbin Club, etc. E. P. 
Dutton & Company. (New York.) 
The present informative volume is the re- 
sult of six summers' work with the encour- 
agement of the lace director of the Metro- 
politan Museum, and evidences much pa- 
tience, combined with great research. The 
old-time appreciation of lace still has a lin- 
gering place in this country, but there has 
long been a need for a monograph dealing 
with the technique of lace and of stitchery in 
"general, which Miss Whiting's book now 
supplies. 

The great value of the book lies in the 
very explicit and comprehensive directions 
which it contains for the actual making of 
the various laces which have made deserved 
names and places for themselves in the his- 
tory of the art. The illustrations are en- 
larged and are well calculated to show the 
effect of the stitches used and what is to 
be expected of them. 

The present work is especially concerned 
with the so-called pillow lace in which bob- 
bins are used with superb results. The bib- 
liography is extensive and the index con- 
tains many names of stitches and varieties of 
lace. The book is enriched by a sampler 
containing a large number of stitches with 
derivative patterns.

THE ART SALE SEASON 

With the passing of New Year's day, 
the art public scans the announce- 
ments of the art and book auctioneers 
and begins to discuss the chances and 
prospects of the art and literary sale 
season, which after a not too encourag- 
ing start in late November and early 
December, after the customary Hol- 
iday lull, is now recommencing in 
earnest. 

Despite countless rumors of im- 
pending sensational art sales, espe- 
cially of pictures, the annual Jan- 
uary auctioneers broadsides, proclaim- 
ing sales for this month and next do 
not confirm these reports, emphatic 
evidence of the prevailing business de- 
pression, which does not encourage 
owners and collectors to risk their 
treasures to auction chances. There 
will be only two Plaza picture sales this 
month, one of a "combination" lot of 
canvases from the collections of 
Messrs. John F. French of Cleveland, 
and John G. Holmes of Pittsburgh, the 
late Helen' C. Bostwick and Mrs. F. S. 
wSmithers of N. Y., the late Charles G. 
Roebling of Trenton, N. J., and from 
that of "a deceased , N. Y. Collector," 
name not given, and a week later* of 
some 90 oils and pastels by Degas, 
owned by M. Jacques Seligmann of 
Paris. The first of these sales should, 
if present conditions persist, be full 
of bargains, as it will contain some 
good canvases, although the collectors' 
names are not eminent in the art 
world. The Degas sale is of unusual 
importance and interest, more so to 
Paris than New York, and it is prob- 
able most of the works will recross the 
ocean, as Degas has not yet become a 
"fad" here. 

There will be three combination 
Plaza sales of pictures in February but 
these again will not rival the famous 
sales of past years and a good percent- 
age of the works to be offered will pre- 
sumably be to reduce dealers' stacks. 
If picture ^ales of the first importance 
are, at this date not in sight for the 
Winter season, there will be several 
auctions of art objects and of prints 
and books which will, to some extent, 
compensate for their absence. 

The Anderson Galleries, which are 
adding to their long established and 
deserved reputation for successful book 
and print sales, one for important dis- 
persals of pictures and art objects, an- 
nounce an auction of early Greek and 
Roman antiques, and of Primitive pic- 
tures for the end of the month, which 
should and will attract wide attention, 
as the objects to be offered come from 
noted European collections and are of 
a high order of merit. Next week these 
Galleries will offer some three score 
and more old pictures of fine quality 
and good attributions. They will also 
hold some of the most important book 
and print sales of recent years. 

Other sales of art objects and books 
and prints, scheduled for the next few 
weeks, include early American and Co- 
lonial furniture from the collections 
formed by the late Mrs. Franklin Bart- 
lett and Mrs. William D. Bowie, the 
last of Baltimore, of XVI and XVII 
Century Flemish and French tapestries, 
the customary annual (omitted last sea- 
son) dispersal of objects from the stock 
of Yamanaka & Co., of old Chinese por- 
celains, owned by Mr. Douglas Rodg- 



ers, and a Chinese merchant of Shan- 
ghai, of old naval and marine drawings, 
owned by a London and N. Y. collector, 
of old Chinese prints, owned by Mr. 
Carl Schraubstadter, of the art prop- 
erty of Signor Luigi Orselli of Italy 
and of two collections of Americana, 
books and Mss. and the library of Mr. 
George W. Thompson of N. Y. 

It will be interesting to watch and 
note the results of these sales. Will 
they bring that sorely needed and 
hoped for new private buyer into the 
art market, will they revive the long 
dormant, and now seemingly entirely 
suspended interest of the old collector, 
or will they simply continue the deal- 
ers' market of the past two months? 

We must again emphasize the fact 
that there has rarely ever been such 
an opportunity for the prudent and 
wise collector to secure good art and 
literary property as the dealers and 
galleries and auction salesrooms now 
afford, and the brief review above 
given of the art and literary auction 
menu of the coming few weeks, while 
the offerings may not with a few excep- 
tions be sensational, should whet the 
appetite for the acquisition of good art 
and literary possessions^ 



BOOKPLATES BY FRANK BRANG- 
WYN, R.A. Philadelphia, J. B. Lippin-

The appreciation of the bookplate appears 
to be growing, and one of the recent con- 
verts to the art of producing these interest- 
ing literary insignia is Frank Brangwyn, the 
painter-etcher. In this brochure it appears 
that this designer has almost entirely passed 
by the armorial bookplate in favor of the 
pictorial, which is far more modern and far 
more adaptable- to the tastes of today, lend- 
ing itself better to the registry of the own- 
er's tastes. 

Mr. Brangwyn defies the tradition that 
the bookplate must have something "book- 
ish" about it. He introduces a bit of Lon- 
don, a girl regarding a geometric spider-web, 
a nude figure, a pastoral scene, a cowled 
monk, a mailed knight riding to conquest, an 
ecclesiastical bit, a smoking kiln, mythical 
figures, birds and flowers and a bit of the 
left bank of the Seine, showing the book- 
stalls, a ferocious dog, swine, and even a 
bill-poster, busy at his task. - 

Finally he has skillfully adapted color to 
his book plates. Those who know and love 
plates must welcome this interesting work.

Marvels of the Sunrise 

"At the studio window of a small cottage 
at Ogunquit, Me./' says the foreword to a 
catalog, entitled "Marvels of the Sunrise," 
listing the paintings of John W. Hawkins, 
"overlooking a beautiful stretch of the At- 
lantic Ocean, there sat for five years with 
the left arm paralyzed, John' W. Hawkins, 
artist, painter of the sunrise. Although for 
days in winter no sun appeared, daybreak 
found him with easel, palette and brush 
watching the East, fearing lest he miss a 
new expression of the coming day. The re- 
sult of this devotion and enthusiasm are now 
to be seen at the Hotel Majestic; and al- 
though very variable in quality, many of the 
pictures have strong and vivid Vision,' and 
are convincing portrayals of passing atmos- 
pheric effects on sea and land. 'A Ship, Fog 
and Sunrise/ 'A Smoky Morning' and 'Rain 
and Sunset' and others are interesting and 
attractive representations of some of the ef- 
fects of Nature, most beautiful and baffling 
to the artist, and pictures good to live with. 
Others are harsh and garish in color, con- 
ventional in treatment and quite unworthy 
of the artist at his best. Such a one is 
'Forming for Rain,' which is a brave but 
not altogether successful attempt to immor- 
talize a rainbow. 

If this artist would gain a deeper knowl- 
edge of the finest traditions of the art of the 
past, one feels that his work would gain 
in those qualities which are only attained by 
these means, chiefly those of subtle and har- 
monious color, which at present are lacking 
in some of his work, interesting and original 
as it is at its best."

In the Galleries 

The galleries in general are showing a 
preference for old masters, especially of the 
more decorative schools. Andersons have a 
fine collection of English portraits and Ital- 
ian and French decorative flower panels and 
architectural studies by XVII and XVIII 
Century masters. O'Briens have just rein- 
forced their collection of fine old paintings 
with a superior Romney, a portrait of Miss 
Mildred Stewart Wright, first exhibited at 
the Artist's Society in 1788.

RICHMOND, IND. 

Howard Leigh, the young American, 
whose lithographs of Paris, Rouen and 
devastated France have attracted wide at- 
tention and have been praised both by the 
Paris press and by N. Y. critics when he 
exhibited at the Anderson Galleries in that 
city, has been holding an exhibition in the 
public art galleries here. Mr. Leigh was a 
familiar figure here during his student days 
when he attended Earlham College, from 
which he graduated in 1918.

PHILADELPHIA 

New Year's Day events of interest to the 
art world here included receptions at the Art 
Club and the Art Alliance. As it was adso 
the occasion of the pageant in Broad Street 
known as the "Mummers' Parade," the Art 
Club was thronged with members and their 
families, and the generous hospitality of the 
Club was extended to their guests. The. 
27th Annual Exhibition of oils at the Arts 
Club is holding over until Jan. 9; the sales, 
however, are not encouraging, and only one 
work, "Winter," by Emile Walters, has been 
disposed of. The New Year reception at the 
Art Alliance was a notably large gathering 
of men and women prominent in art and 
social circles. The exhibition of works by 
local artists will close today. 

As^ a street pageant the "Mummers' Pa- 
rade" was a remarkable spectacle as a riot 
of color, lacking, however, intelligent co- 
ordination and artistic direction. The effort 
seemed to be in the direction of surpassing 
in dimensions and glaring color the parades 
of past years and in the number of persons 
taking part. This was certainly achieved, 
but no one could say that the affair would 
appeal to the artistic sense. The possibilities 
of such a demonstration in the hands of the 
right directors are immense but do not seem 
to be appreciated. 

While on the subject of pageantry it is 
worth while to speak of an affair that was a 
real success, known as the "Tropical Ball" 
given by the local artists and students in the 
lecture room of the Pa. Academy, Dec. 29. 
The walls and ceiling of the ballroom were 
completely covered with artistic decorations 
painted by the artists taking part, and repre- 
senting the jungle of East India, peopled 
with wild animals, with an occasional native 
huntsman armed for the chase, and in the 
background the silhouette of an ancient Jain 
temple giving the architectural note of local 
color. There was a wide range of choice in 
the costumes displayed, from that of the 
gorgeous cashmere tunic and jeweled tur- 
bans of the princely rajah, to the semi-nude^ 
tattooed natives of the Marquesas Island. 
"Stunts" were given on the stage at the end 
of the room during the evening— a beautiful 
"pas seul" by Miss Miller, an Egyptian 
dance and a sketch introducing some of the 
instructors in the Academy schools. The 
famous Academy Fling was not danced, 
through oversight in not providing the nec- 
essary music. 

Preparations are being made at the Art 
Alliance Gallery for an exhibition of artistic 
photography by P. S. Dooner, to be followed 
by a "one man" exhibition on Jan. 20 of por- 
traits and landscapes by Joseph Sacks. 

Among distinguished visitors this week is 
Miss Blanche Nevin, well known as the 
sculptor of the Mecklenberg statue in the 
Statuary Hall of the Capitol at Washington. 
She is the guest of Col. and Mrs. Harry W. 
Shoemaker. 

After having been exhibited in Independ-

ART ALLIANCE MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Art Alliance of 
America Monday evening last assumed un- 
usual importance, as it was the first function 
to be held in the new building, recently ac- 
quired by the Art Centre, on East 56th St., 
as the home for the N. Y. art societies de- 
voted to applied art — namely, the Art Alli- 
ance of America, the N. Y. Society of Crafts- 
men, Pictorial Photographers of America 
and the Society of Illustrators. 

Mr. J. Munroe Hewlett, President of the 
Architectural League, spoke of the epoch- 
marking discoveries in science and the 
varied arts which can be applied by the de- 
signers of America to their own advantage 
in the making of textiles, ceramics and all 
other forms of house furnishings. Mr. 
Harry Wearne, President of the Art in 
Trades Club, discussed the value and appre- 
ciation of art in the trades and handicrafts, 
and how the designers of America may 
strengthen and fortify national industries. 
Mr. E. O. Hoppe gave a short account of 
modern developments in the arts and handi- 
crafts among the artists of Great Britain, 
and Mr. W. Frank Purdy, President of the 
Art Alliance, gave a summary of the year's 
work, and forecasted the ambitious plans 
which the organization will perfect and 
carry out during the coming season.

LOS ANGELES 

A Colonial and early American art exhi- 
bition is the chief interest at the Museum, 
arranged in honor of the Tercentenary of 
the Landing of the Pilgrims. It is com- 
posed of paintings, drawings, miniatures, 
china, glassware, furniture and. fabrics of 
all sorts. A large collection of quaint and 
charming samplers, beautiful both in de- 
sign and color, occupy one space on the 
walls; beautiful shawls, counterpanes and 
delightful costumes of the Colonial period, 
many of especial historic interest, are ar- 
ranged in interesting groups, while the 
cases are filled with smaller articles. Among 
the pictures are three superior examples of 
Charles Willson Peale, old family portraits 
that ha-ve come down directly to the pres- 
sent owner. There is also a beautiful and 
distinguished portrait drawing by George 
Fuller, dated 1849. Excellent photographic 
reproductions of paintings by such early 
American artists as Peale, Stuart, Sully etc., 
are hung on screens in the rotunda. 

John W. Winkler, the young San Fran- 
cisco artist whose fascinating etchings of 
that city are .constantly more appreciated, 
is holding a "one-man" show of 35 of his 
prints in the Museum Print Room. His 
subjects are handled with marvellous tech- 
nical dexterity, an almost masterly restraint 
and suggestiveness, and are imbued with 
the atmosphere of San Francisco. China- 
town, with its quaint flavor, is one of his 
favorite subjects; views from Telegraph 
Hill, the foreign quarter of the city, and 
others are handled with rare sympathy and 
remarkable delicacy of expression. Mr. 
Winkler is showing his etchings in a num- 
ber of Eastern cities at present. 

Plans for the Fourth International Photo- 
graphic Salon at the Museum are complete 
and the display occupies the main gallery 
through ' the month. Over 1,000 prints, 
among them many foreign entries, were 
submitted to the jury, from which 300 were 
selected, a group which represents the high- 
est standard of artistic photography.

Mucha Murals at Brooklyn Museum 

The Brooklyn Museum will open Jan. 15 
an exhibition of five colossal mural paint- 
ings by Alphons Mucha, representing epi- 
sodes in the history of the Slavic nations. 
The dimensions of three of these paintings 
are approximately 19 feet high by 23 feet 
wide. Two others are approximately 19 
feet high by 13 feet wide. The installation 
completely fills the great central rotunda of 
the Museum third floor picture galleries. 

Alphonse Mucha has been recognized for 
a number ofi years as a leading mural 
painter. He attracted wide attention in 
1904 by his poster of Sarah Bernhardt as 
Giamonda. Many other products of his 
brush followed rapidly and he was soon 
famous as a poster artist, illustrator and 
decorative designer. / 

Mr." Mucha came to America in 1905, and 
in the next few years met with success as a 
teacher of advanced pupils at the Chicago 
Art Institute and the' N. Y. School of 
Applied Design for Women. In 1908 he 
delivered the Seammon lectures in # Fuller- 
ton Hall^ Chicago, and in the following year 
a series of lectures on composition. These 
lectures and his teaching gave him a secure 
place in the hearts and memories of those 
who were associated with the Institute at 
that time. 

The present temporary exhibition is part 
of an uncompleted series, the most ambitious 
work yet undertaken by the artist, who, 
born in the Czecho-Slovak country of Mo- 
ravia, many years ago conceived the idea 
of a great series of mural paintings which, 
through the portrayal of historic incidents, 
should symbolize the character of the Sla- 
vonic nations. Mr. Charles R. Crane, of 
Chicago, and now U. S. Minister to China, 
a great friend of the artist, sympathized 
deeply with his project of the artist and 
erave it his financial support at once. When 
the projected twenty paintings are completed 
they are to be presented to the city of 
Prague as the joint gift of Messrs. Mucha 
and Crane. 

The paintings, which are in tempera on 
canvas, were begun in 1911, and eleven, have 
been finished. The subjects of those ex- 
hibited are as fqllows: No. 1, The Pagan 
Festival of the God Svantovit on the Island 
of Ruegen. 2, The Freeing of the Serfs by 
the Czar of Russia in 1861. 3, The preach- 
ing of John Huss. 4, An episode in the 
career of the earlier religious reformer Milio; 
and 5, the preaching of the Reformer Ko- 
randa on St. Michael's Day, 1419, and the 
preparations for giving armed assistance to 
the City of Prague against the Emperor's 
party. 

The pictures have lately been on view at 
the Chicago Art Institute.

The portrait painter, Pierre Tartoue, ac- 
cording to the N. Y. American, has been 
sued for divorce by his second wife, for- 
merly Miss Claudia Windsor.

The present Mrs. Tartoue's father was 
Alva Windsor, a member of an old English 
family. She is a California girl. ^ Her 
mother, Mrs. R. Bengue Barnett, is the 
daughter of an eminent French surgeon, 
Dr. Raoul Bengue. It was reported at one 
time Miss Windsor was engaged to the 
President of a South American republic. 
Tartoue is thirty-three years old, his wife 
twenty-five.

'The annual thumb-box exhibition at the 
Art Club was a success, both artistically 
and financially. A small group of etchings 
by A. W. Heintzelman's, done with artistic 
perception and unusual dexterity, com- 
manded the unqualified approval of dis- 
criminating collectors. Other excellent 
groups were the colorful landscapes by John 
W. Bentley of Woodstock, N. Y., the ten- 
derly brushed still-lifes of Dorothy Hunter 
Brown, the picturesque landscapes by S. R.

N. Y.'s crowded East Side by F. Usher
